А barge by Napocor accidentally dumped 
300,000 liters of oil in the coasts of Semirara 
Island in Antique on Dec. 18 last year, killing, 
mangroves and other marine life in the area. 

Napocor said it was undertaking cleanup 
operations, which are almost finished. 

“its unfortunate that the Semirara oil spill 
had to happen. Were inviting those who gave 
us the award to see for themselves what we've 
done in the area,” according to Napocor corpo- 
rate communications consultant Dennis Gana. 

Gana stressed that Napocor’s plants were 
all compliant with the Clean Air Act and the 
international environmental laws and 
statutes. 

“In fact, we don't just aim to comply, we al- 
ways make sure that our operations are envi- 
ronment friendly" he said.

Two other government entities and four 
private firms also received Lagpak awards, a 
shame campaign that names “longtime pol- 
luters with a legacy of destroying the environ-

“The DENR gets top honors for dismally 
failing to fulfill its mandate. Instead of pro- 
tecting the environment, it has instead be- 
come the problem through its promotion of 
environmentally damaging activities like 
mining and logging,” Akbayan Rep. Risa 
Baraquel said in a press conference yesterday. 

Baraquel said the DENR was suffering from 
"schizophrenia" because it had the conflicting 
mandate of promoting mining and conserv- 
ing the environment. 

“Akbayan, Greenpeace, EcoWaste Coalition 
and Sagip Pasig Movement (SPM) picked this 
years awardees. The Lagpak award is an ex- 
panded version of the Lason Awards given by 
the SPM to polluters of the Pasig River every 
year.

“The notice was no longer served after the 
lawyers learned that the city government was 
already initiating a program,” Calo said. She 
noted that neighboring Malabon, Parafaque, 
and Las Pihas were subsequently slapped 
with lawsuits, 

Since last year, Calo said Caloocan had been 
steadily complying with RA 9003 and had less- 
ened the volume of s garbage. Thats because 
S huge chunk of is waste now goes to MRFs. 

Ап MRE not an incinerator or a landfil, is 
where the garbage shouldbe, her group believes. 

Trhas a compost area where biodegradable 
waste, or waste that decomposes rapidly, such 
Bs food leftovers, is dumped until they natu- 
Tally become part of the earth. 

А second MRE section is a warehouse for 
nonbiodegradable or recyclable materials, 
like juice packs. 


Money from garbage 

Waste that can neither be turned into com- 
post nor recycled is considered residu-

Calo said a temporary solution to get rid of 
the residuals is to tur these wastes into con- 
‘crete, mich ikea hollow block for construction. 
A permanent one is not to produce them at all. 

"An MRF can eam as much as P70,000 
monthly by selling recyclable materials to 
junk shops and factories, she pointed out.

Withhold information 

Briefly and in simplest terms, it is the 
power of the President to withhold certain 
Types of information from the public, from. 
the courts, and from Congress. The first 
thing to note about it is that it isa privilege 
which can be asserted only by the President 
or by one authorized by the President. Sec- 
ondly, it is not just one privilege but a clus- 
ter of privileges covering different subject 
matters. It can cover crucial military or 
diplomatic objectives, the identity of per- 
sons who supply information of violations 
of law, or internal deliberations within the 
executive office. 

‘However, when asserted, it must be as- 
serted in specific terms and, most impor- 
andy, the Court is the ultimate judge as to 
whether the privilege applies.

Colonial times

ready found in the Administrative Code of 
Colonial times. The earlier provision said: 
“The Secretaries may be called, and shall 
be entitled to be heard, by either of the two 
Houses of the Legislature, for the purpose 
of reporting on matters pertaining to their 
Departments, unless the public interest 
shall require otherwise and the Gover- 
mor-General shall so state in writing." 

"The 1973 Constitution, for its part had a 
provision on a “question hour” a feature of a 
parliamentary system of govemment de- 
Signed to serve not so much as an aid to legis- 
lation bur as an instrument for keeping ad- 
ministration in line. Thus the prime minister 
and Cabinet members could be “required to 
appear and answer questions and interpella- 
tions" to give an account of their stewardship. 

‘The 1986 Constitutional Commission, 
however, found the “question hour" inconsis- 
tent with a presidential form of government, 
Thus, we have the present provision. It makes 
the appearance of department heads subject 
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tive and legislative branches had been there 
all along. But one of the two either could not

What the Court has done is tell the two 
that the fence has been laid out in the Con- 
stitution and to force them to see where the 
fence lies. In the process, while no new doc- 
trine was laid down, greater clarity has 
been achieved.

tion the Court merely revisited Sections 21 
and 22 of Article VI and clarified the meaning 
and scope of “executive privilege." 

Section 21 simply says "The Senate or the 
House of Representatives or any of its respec- 
tive committees may conduct inquiries in aid 
of legislation in accordance with is duly pub- 
{ished rules of procedure. The rights of per- 
sons appearing im or affected by such in- 
quiries shall be respected." 


Inquiry necessary 

This provision which authorizes 
Congress fo conduct investigations “in aid 
of legislation” did not exist in the 1935 
Constitution. But even then it was recog- 
ized as a necessary adjunct to the power 
to legislate. 

‘Asa 1950 decision said, “the power ofin- 
quiry with process to enforce itis an es- 
Sendal and appropriate auxiliary to the leg- 
islative function. A legislative body cannot 
legislate wisely or effectively in the absence 
of information respecting the conditions 
Which the legislation is intended to affect or 
change...”

Court dismisses illegal detention raps vs Ong, Cortez

Significantly, the required oath of allegiance 
does not contain the usual renunciation of alle- 
giance to any and all other states, thereby im- 
pliedly allowing continued allegiance to the 
adopted state. The usual absolute renuncia- 
tion is, however, required from those seeking 
public elective office or appointed to public of- 
fice in the Philippines, which would make 
them citizens exclusively of this country again. 
Exercise of the right of suffrage or to practice а 
profession is subject to the usual statutory re 
quirements. 

Enjoyment of the privileges offered by the 
Jaw is contingent on the adopted state permit- 
ting its beneficiaries to remain its citizens 
notwithstanding their reacquisition or reten- 
tion of Philippine citizenship. If the foreign 
state considers their taking advantage of Rep. 
Act No. 9225 as cause for the forfeiture of their 
naturalized citizenship, their status as dual cit- 
‘zens will end. 

Former Filipinos who have been or will be 
naturalized in another country will have no 
problem if such country will not mind sharing 
their affection with the Philippines. By its Rep. 
Act No. 9225, our country has manifested its 
broad-mindedness on the matter, but other 
countries may feel otherwise and demand total 
devotion from its citizens, including the natu- 
ralized foreigner The naturalized Filipino 
must then make a crucial choice between the 
‘country he has left but still loves and the green- 
ıer pastures of his adopted land. 


child bom to a Filipino parent in the United 
States would be a citizen of the Philippines un- 
der the jus sanguinis and at the same time a cit- 
izen of the United States under the jus soli. 
There is also the doctrine of indelible alle 
giance, under which a person naturalized in 
another country without the consent of his 
original state is still considered a citizen of that 
state. 

The person with more than one nationality 
will usually not change that exceptional status 
and prefer instead to enjoy the best of both 
‘worlds, the one usually for emotional reasons 
and the other for convenience. 

According to former Vice President Teofisto 
Guingona, there are close to 8 million Filipinos 
who, baving acquired a new nationality 
abroad, are still devoted to the land they have. 
abandoned. But although they still pine for 
their former country, they nevertheless are re- 
luctant to leave their adopted country to which 
they have also become attached. They long, in 
short, to become Filipinos again while still re- 
maining foreigners. 

‘Affected by their sentimentality, Congress 
now allows dual citizenship and permits natu- 
ral-bom Filipinos to enjoy the rights they used 
to have in this country before they acquired а 
new citizenship abroad. Under Rep. Act 9225, 
which became effective in 2003, such former 
Filipinos may re-acquire their Philippine citi- 
zenship by simply taking the prescribed oath of 


claim protection and whose laws he is obliged 
to obey It is the status through which he may 
be represented by his state in its dealings with 
other states in the family of nations. 

“The term is often used interchangeably with 
citizenship, which, however, is more internal 
than international in its application. It has a 
limited scope and may apply to certain mem- 
bers of the state and not to the rest of the peo- 
ple who owe it allegiance. Thus, during the 
American regime in this country, Filipinos and 
Americans were both considered nationals of 
the United States vis-à-vis other states, but Fil- 
ipinos were not entitled to certain rights of 
American citizens like the right to vote or run 

office in their country.

‘Nationality may be acquired by birth or by 
naturalization. An individual acquires the na- 
tionality ofthe place where he is born jure soli 
or the nationality of his parents jure sanguinis. 
‘Naturalization, on the other hand, is a formal 
process by which a foreigner acquires, volun- 
farily or by operation of law, the nationality of 
another state. 

A person usually has only one nationality 
but there are times when he may find himself 
owing allegiance to more than one country be- 
cause of the concurrent application to him of 
their separate citizenship laws. For example, а 


one of the highest virtues for those in 
power is to recognize that might does not always make

‘Humility is hardly ever a defining characteristic of 
politicians. They are, after all, in a profession which re- 
quires that they step forward and proclaim to the people 
that they deserve to be followed and put in power. How- 
ever, the politician who is capable of demonstrating gen- 
wine humility is not only a rare person, but one who is 


poised to be a statesman. 


We have often heard individuals like Christian Monsod 
insist that inside every politician lies a statesman. The 
late Justice Cecilia Muñoz Palma put it similarly: no one is 
beyond redemption. What they believe is not naive; itis 
the often-expressed wish of generations of Filipinos. And 
it can be said that there have been times when Filipino 
politicians have shown themselves capable of statesman- 
ship—if not consistently, then from time to time and at 


crucial times in our nation's history. 


Itis said that adversity can make an individual become 
great, just as it can reduce a person to bitterness and de- 
structive anger, Facing seemingly insurmountable chal- 
lenges and then overcoming them can help transform а 
politician into a visionary who outlines a path for moral 
and political regeneration for a people. Benigno Aquino 
J. was a perfect example of this. Salvador Н. Laurel, 
when he endured what is unendurable for a politi- 
cian—the subordination of his personal ambition to the 
nation’s interest—by agreeing to be the running mate of 
Corazon Aquino instead of insisting on being the opposi- 


tion standard bearer. 


‘Since the present political crisis began, President Maca- 
pagal-Arroyo has certainly demonstrated grit and deter- 
mination. She has also shown a growing confidence in 
herself that comes too uncomfortably close to arrogance.

"The Court's March 28 en banc resolution 
was in response to this OMB opus.

After all that huffing and puffing, one 
would have expected the Court to blow the 
‘OMB house down, by declaring it in contempt 
(with the appropriate punishment), and giv 
ing it a final deadline, after more than two 
years, to comply with its order to determine 
the Comelec officials! criminal liability. But 
no, the Court's resolution merely "NOTED" 
the comment of the OMB. And "DIRECTED" it 
(caps theirs), under pain of contempt 
(again!) to report "once every three months” 
the steps it has taken to determine the crimi- 
nal liability of public officials, starting on or 
before June 30, 2006 "until the matter is fi 
nally disposed of." 

In other words, it sald “naughty, naughty” 
to the OMB, gave it a slap on the wrist and 
gave itan implicit nod to disregard its consti- 
tutional obligation to act promptly, so long as 
it gave reports every three months.

Serving insistence on the part of those who are conscious 
that they cannot afford to ape Marcos but who have no 
philosophical disagreement with the Marcosian view that 


power must be held on to at all costs. 


No journalists are being jailed en masse, but they are 
being liquidated on a sustained and regular basis. 
Congress is still in existence, but the effort is underway to 
transform it into something much more politically man- 
ageable. Its mandate to exercise oversight over the ac- 
tions of the Executive has been impeded by executive is- 
suances unprecedented both in their form and the man- 
ner in which they have been enforced. All of which do not 


inspire confidence.

Chua had earlier said that 2005 was indeed a

“After many years of delivering return 
which are below market performance, 2005 
saw a return on equity (appraisal basis) of 
10.3 percent with our P5.7-billion net income 
after tax,” he said. 

Chua attributed the oil firm's strong finan- 
cial performance to positive refining margins, 
jnereasing export revenue, higher lubricant 
sales, and better performance of its in-station 
convenience stores. 

Since the downstream oil industry was 
deregulated in 1998, the company's average 
return on equity had been at a low 3.7 per- 
cent, while average rerum on capital em- 
ployed stood at 4.2 percent. 

“Company officials are hoping that last 
years financial turnaround could serve as an 
indication that Shell's Philippine operations 
can deliver fair and reasonable returns to its 
shareholders on a sustained basis,” Shell had 
said in an earlier issued statement.

ment for a multitype disease 
such as diabetes has been a 
specific drug for a specific dass 
of diabetes. So itis not uncom- 
mon for diabetics to take more 
than one pill to combat the dis- 

‘There is an emerging trend 
for treating diabetes, however, 
and it involves combination 
therapy drugs that give better 
results, particulary for diabet- 
ics with severe degrees of hy- 
perglycemia, or high blood 
sugar. 

A study showed that combi- 
nation therapy for diabetes al- 
lows for lower dosages of each 
drug, which lowers the risk of 
side effects compared to 
monotherapy or if multiple 
drugs were taken. 


Better success rate 

Dr. Josephine Carlos Rabo- 
ca, an endocrinologist at the 
Makati Medical Center, said 
the 2-in-1 tablet that combines 
metformin (which targets in- 
sulin resistance) and gliben- 
damide (which enhances in- 
sulin secretion) gets a better 
success rate. 

“You have two smaller doses 
of two medicines [in one pil] 
| instead ofa big dose of ustone 


medicine. Your chances for ad- 
verse effects are less,” said 
Raboca, а member of the 
Philippine Diabetes Associa- 
tion and the American Associa- 
tion of Clinical Endocrinolo- 
giss.

glibenclamide at higher doses

Better compliance 

Raboca said the compliance 
rate would be much better for 
patients taking the combina- 
tion 2-in-1 pill than if they took 
metformin and glibenclamide 
separately 

Jojo Laconico of Roche 
Philippines, one of the compa- 
nies that offers the 2-in-1 met- 
formin-glibenclamide drug, 
said the combination drug was 
a “better alternative to taking 
two separate pills.” 

"The adherence rate of pa- 
tients has been higher” he said. 

Raboca, however stressed 
that a combination drug is not 
for all diabetics and the doctor 
is in the best position to deter 
mine if such therapy would 
work better for a patient. 

Raboca said 4.1 percent of 
Filipinos have diabetes, and .| 
the figure is expected to in- 
crease in the coming years.

Landmark spinal 
surgery performed 


SURGEONS AT ST. LUKE'S MEDI- 
cal Center recently implanted 
prosthetic discs in the cervical 
spine of a 32-year-old patient, a 
groundbreaking surgery that 
could help make vertebral disc re- 
placement in the country as com- 
mon as hip joint or knee replace- 
ment. 

Dr. Mario Ver, consultant at St. 
Luke's Institute of Orthopedics 
and Sports Medicine, headed the 
team that performed the proce- 
dure. It was the first artificial cer- 
vical disc surgery in the country 
and the first four-level total disc 
replacement in Southeast Asia. 

The team implanted artificial 
discs to replace four bulging or de- 
generative cervical discs that had 
been causing severe pain in the 
neck of patient Lawrence Cuevas. 

The procedure took eight 
hours, and Cuevas was discharged 
from hospital four days later, соль 
pletely relieved of the neck pain. 

“Ican now move my neck more 
freely, and the numbness on my 
Jeftarmis gone,” Cuevas said. 


Standard procedure 

Ver is optimistic that as more of 
this kind of operation is per- 
formed, the technology will be- 
come standard surgical proce- 
dure for disc problems not just in 
the cervical spine but in other at- 


eas ofthe spine as well. 

Spinal discs are located be- 
tween the blocks of bone in the 
vertebra. They act as "shock ab- 
sorbers” and add mobility and 
flexibility to the spinal column. 
With age, they can flatten and de- 
velop cracks, causing pain. 

The standard treatment is the 
removal of the damaged disc fol- 
lowed by “fusion.” A wedge of 
bone, usually taken from the pa- 
tients hip, is inserted in the emp- 
ty disc space and left to "fuse" 
with the vertebrae. While it re 
lieves symptoms, the fused verte- 
brae can limit neck movement 
‘and increase wear and tear on ad- 
jacent disc levels. 

In the new procedure, the 
damaged disc is replaced with 
prosthesis, preventing further de- 
generation above and below the 
treated disc. The implant incor- 
porates an elastic nucleus to pro- 
vide shock absorption similar to 
the natural disc. 

“This operation is becoming 
the most popular surgical ap- 
proach for patients with this kind 
of problem,” said Ver. “Those who 
‘went through the operation re- 
cover much faster than those who 
underwent harvesting of the 
bone graft, which is the most 
painful site even several weeks 
after surgery.”

Elsaputra said that with the de- 
but of entecavir, the Philippines 
may now be able to address more 
effectively the disease that has re- 
ceived litle public attention.

Quick improvement 

Ehaputra seid that in a recent 
study ona form of chronic hepati- 
tis called HBeAgpositve, Tai 
Wanese researchers found that 72 
percent ofthe 314 patients treated. 
with entecavir showed improve- 
ment after 48 weeks of treatment. 

“Perhaps the most promising 
aspect of entecavir therapy is the 
low rate of antiviral resistance, 
with HBV particles dropping to 
undetectable levels in 67 percent 
of the people in the entecavir 
group,” Elseputra said.

doctor that she has osteoporosis. She wants to 
know more about the disease, what causes it, 
and what can be done to prevent it. 

Osteoporosis, which strikes a lot of Ameri- 
can women, is steadily on the rise in Asia. In 
fact, the World Osteoporosis Foundation esti- 
mates that by 2050, more than half of hip 
fractures will bein our region. 

In Hong Kong, hip fractures have increased by 
200 percent in the last three decades; in Japan, 
they increased 1.7 times from 1987 to 1997; in 
South Korea, four times from 1991 to 2001, 
in Singapore, five times since the 1960s.

‘The disease can strike adults as young as 30, 
butis more common in those aged 60 or older. 

Osteoporosis is a degenerative skeletal dis- 
ease characterized by brittle bones and in- 
creased fractures, especially of the hip, verte- 
braeand wrist. 

Ironically, increased life expectancy is con- 
tributing to the rise of osteoporosis, since bone 
density declines with age. Our diets are gener- 
ally low in calcium, which is important for 
strong bones. Also, we tend to lead sedentary 
lifestyles, with litle or no weight-bearing ac- 
tivities such as walking, carrying and lifting. 

Diet and exercise can help prevent or deal 
with osteoporosis. 

Weight-bearing exercises, where bones and 
muscles work against gravity, increase bone 
density. Exercise does not have to be expen- 
sive or fancy. Walking is a good example, and 
so are jogging, stair climbing, dancing or lift- 
ing weights (such as groceries) 

Resistance exercises also improve muscle 
mass attached to the bone, which can provide 
more protection against fracture. Other activ- 
ities like swimming and biking are not really
